Treasury Faces 50 Million 


Less Income Under Plan

congressional approval of the new 
tax program left treasury officials

Original estimates provided for 
$5,330,000,000 revenue in the bill, 
i but one federal expert declared the

President Roosevelt was expect* 
I cd to give quick approval to the 
i legislation, which greatly modifies 
the 
present 
undistributed 
profits 
and capital gaius levies—targets of 
business criticism. 
Treasury officials, however, said 
privately they were not fully satis­ 
fied with the new provisions, adopt­ 
ed as a compromise after the sen­ 
ate had eliminated the entire un­ 
distributed profits tax. 
One expert 
said tbe new rates might enable 
some very rich persons to avoid 
paying as heavy income taxes as 
under the present law. 
The new' capital gains provision 
permits a taxpayer to elect wheth­ 
er be will pay that tax Immediate­ 
ly or hold his taxable assests more 
than two years and pay a flat 15 
percent.

U. S. Emphasis On Self-Sufficiency 


Leads To Huge Farm Surpluses And 


Enforced Cuts In Production 
£ 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


\ I ’A SH IN G TO N . May 12— Industry has been hav ing 
»» 
its troubles with a 50 percent cut in production, 
more or less and lots of unemplnyme '* 
hut now 
agriculture is coming in for a drastic cut in produc­ 
tion which the government itself Is about to impose. 
City folks may be complaining about the shutdown 
in plant production and loss of jobs Farm folks are 
begihning to complain about the fact that govern­ 
ment wants them to cut production all along the 
line. 


The truth is the. farm problem is about back where 
it was in 1932. Theres more farm production now 
than this nation usually consumes, and the weather 
has been so good that the surplus is at a record 
level. 
Take wheat for example, because the figuiVs have 
just come out giving the official estimates, the pros­ 
pect Is for a crop of about a billion bushels, when 
we usually consume only about 650.000.000 and w’e 
had 20o.000.000 carried over from last year. making 
a surplus of about a half billion bushel* which is al­ 
most as much as a year's whole supply 
Naturally, under the crop control law ibis means 
wheat farmers will have* to plant less next autumn 
and take a cut estimated to bp about 40 percent be­ 
low their previous planting. The corn farmer has 
already been told lie must cut 20 percent, and the 
average cut being imposed on the cotton farmer is 
about 
Ii) percent. They're all howling about it to 
their congressmen, but the complaints will he even 
mote vociferous when the wheat farmer learns about 
'lie cut in acreage he must take. 
The government, oh eours< 
meaning the R oosp- S p 
volt administration, has ^ot itself loaded up with 
commodity loans very much along the lints of the 
federal farm board of the Hoover days, except Dial 
the method is not to buy the excess crop outright, 
but to lend money on It, which amounts to the same 
thing when the crop isn t sold 


'U H L S the administration has loaned f) centi a 
pound on cotton, and the market pine. due to 
the glut, is lower than that figure already. Uncle 
Sam has on hand about 7.000.01)0 bales of cotton. 
which is about twice the amount of cotton the Hoover 
regime ever held. 


As for wheat, the loan price may he fixed al 6" 
cents, which means that. notwithstanding the enor­ 
mous production, the government will tie lending 
money on a crop that cannot hr- moved into market. 
ll tho -* d in i ii int rn t bul didn I make these commodity 
loans, however, the prices of farm products would lie 
even lower.

Today, world currencies are demoralized, world 
trade is far from normal exchange restrictions are 
numerous, and even though some progress, has been 
made by reciprocal trade agreements toward enlHrg- 
ed world trad*', there is as yet no substantial senti­ 
ment in this country for the building up with Amer­ 
ican loanable funds of a worldwide eoonomv that 
will enable the American farmer to sell his products 
in large part abroad 
The emphasis instead is on self-sufficiency, which 
can only mean complete government control of crop 
production, and this may lead to government control 
of pru-es generally, all of which circumstances pre­ 
vail abroad in those national self sufficiency coun­ 
tries which are trying to ration domestic trade inside 
their borders.

The towboat Don ot the Ohio 
River Sand and Gravel Corp. will 
return to the towing trade soon. 
The vessel, locked at dam 8 with 
one empty, has been overhauled 
from stem to stern at the Iron City 
rSand and Gravel Corp. docks In 
Pittsburgh and will go to New Mar­ 
tinsville, Pa. 
In gasoline trade, the Shawnee 
was down with one barge of gaso­ 
line and the Plymouth up with one 
gasoline and four empties; the Re­ 
liance is due through for Morgan­ 
town and Fairmont delivery.

Flood Curb Advanced 
The house flood committee. Rep. 
Secrest (D) of Ohio said, is to rec­ 
ommend a $400,000,000 flood control 
program, including $70,000,000 for 
reservoirs and $52,000,000 for flood 
walls in the Ohio river valley. 
Socreat said in Washington the 
committee, of which he is a mem­ 
ber, favored the $400,000,000 pro­ 
gram as a compromise and in line 
with President Roosevelt’s wishes. 
The compromise, he said, was be­ 
tween a $500,000,000 authorisation 
which the President suggested ori­ 
ginally and a $460,000,000 proposal 
urged in congress. 
Authorization of funds for the 
Ohio valley represents a reduction 
of about $60,000,000 as compared 
to original estimates. Secrest said. 
The previous proposed apportion­ 
ment called for $10].000,000 for res­ 
ervoirs and $81,000,000 for flood 
walls. 
The program would include five 
reservoirs on the Scioto, two on 
tributaries of the Muskingum &nd 
one on the Licking rivers in Ohio, 
the representative said, while levee 
projects would be designated for 
Zanesville. Newark, Roseville and 
Massillon.

Little-Known Program 


One of th© least known and yet 
most important of the federal so­ 
cial security programs is tho aid 
to dependent children. Miss Anua 
W. Schneider, supervisor of the de­ 
pendent children bureau of Colum­ 
biana county, disclosed in a talk 
before the Lions club at the Mary 
Patterson 
Memorial 
Wednesday 
noon. 
“The work of our department is 
based on the theory that children 
can best be cared for In their own 
homes.” Miss Schneider stated. 
Helps Those Under 16 
She told how the act provides 
aid tor children under 16 whose 
mothers’ are unable to support 
them. 
The maximum aid is $18 a 
month for the first child and Si­ 
tar all others, with $1 being provid­ 
ed by the federal government for 
e\ery $2 of state and county funds. 
The local administration is un­ 
der Judge Homer Hammond of the 
juvenile court, she explained, who 
serves as a member of county 
hoard of public assistance and su­ 
pervises work of two county work­ 
ers. In Columbiana county there 
are also two students of social 
work from Ohio State university 
t 
ing field study. 
The state and federal govern­ 
ment appropriate funds in propor­ 
tion to the juvenile population in 
the county and this gave Columbi­ 
ana county $23,000 in 1937, Miss 
Schneider said. The county levies 
.15 mills for the work which gave 
the bureau $12,000 in the last ap­ 
propriation. 
Has Suffered Setback 
Miss Schneider revealed that the 
work bas had a setback in the 
county this year, and that only an 
average of $8 dollars a child was 
being expended, aid now going to 
354 children in 158 families. 
She also said that the proportion 
of children under 16 in the East 
Liverpool population to those re­ 
ceiving aid was about the same, 
whereas it ran more than double in 
the cases of Lisbon. Wellsville and 
Leetonia.. 
“The goal of our work is to make 
children self sufficient by the time 
they are adults,’’ she concluded, 
’and it is up to you business men 
to give us your cooperation.”

Glandular Disorder

WASHINGTON. May 12.— A new 
demand for processing taxes to fi­ 
nance greater subsidies for farm­ 
ers developed today from an agri­ 
cultural department 
crop 
report 
forecasting that 
the 1938 winter 
wheat crop would be the second 
largest in history. 
AAA officials agreed that the re­ 
port, if borne out by conditions at 
harvest time in July, made a dras­ 
tic reduction in planting for the 
crop necessary if prices were 
to be kept from dropping much 
lower. 
If present prospects materialize, 
and the spring wheat area produces 
a normal crop of 200,000,000 bush­ 
els. the supply ot wheat tor the 
coming marketing season would be 
about 1,134.000,000 bushels, includ­ 
ing a surplus of about 200,000,000 
from last year.
